Por  the  widening  of  Alexander  Street  from  Pontiac  Street  to 
Eckart  Street,  also  for  the  opening  of  an  alley  between  Alexander  Street-^^Ctt 
from  the  south  line  of  Huestis  andi  Taylors  Sub.  to  Eckart  Street, 

Resolved  by  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  city  of  Port 
Wayne,  Indiana,  that  it  is  desired  and  deemed  necessary  to  widen 
Alexander  Street  from  Pontiac  Street  to  Eckart  Street.  Saidf  widening  as 
herein  described  to  be  made  by  condemning  and  appropriating  for  street 
purposes  the  west  part  of  lots  numbered  from  84  to  98  both  inclusive, 
of  Huestie  and  Taylors  Subdivision  of  Abbotts  Out  Lots,  the  west  part 
of  Abbot#s  Out  Lots  Numbered  from  $3  to  6 7 both  inclusive,  also  for  the 
opening  of  an  alley  ten  (10)  feet  in  width  through  and  across  lots  num- 
bered 58  to  67  both  inclusive. 

All  as  shown  by  a plan  of  such  proposed  widening  of  Alexander 
Street  and  alley  opening  as  above  described  now  on  file  in  the  office 
of  the  Department  of  Public  Wbrke  of  said  city.

limits  line.

Also  the  West  18  feet  of  lots  Ntaber  60  and  61 
in  Abbotts  Out  Lots  as  per  recorded  plat  thereof;  also  the  West

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1.  That  said  resolution  is  not  according  to  law  for 
the  reason  that  two  separate  and  distinct  improvements  are  proposed 
thereunder  which  are  entirely  foreign  to  each  other  and  located  in 
different  parts  of  said  city. 

2.  That  this  remonstrator  is  assessed  for  benefits 
for  the  opening  of  an  alley  which  is  in  no  way  abutting  on  his 
property  and  for  the  cost  of  which  lit  is  in  no  way  liable. 

3.  That  no  legal  notioe  was  served  on  this  remons- 


trator. 

4.  Thatktthe  Board  of  Public  Works  has  no  legal 
authority  to  order  or  establish  said  proposed  improvements. 

That  there  has  not  been  prepared  and  filed  by  the  engineer  of 
said  Board  or  City  a plan,  profile  nor  estimateof  the  probable 
cost  of  said  proposed  improvements. 

5.  That  theassessments  against  the  several  tracts 
of  land  owned  by  thie  remonstrator  are  excessive. 

6.  . That  the  total  cost  of  said  proposal  improvements 
will  exceed  the  benefits  acoruing  therefrom,  and  that  the  assess- 
ments of  the  lands  of  thie  remonstrator  are  excessive  as  compared 
with  each  and  every  lot  in  Abbotts  addition  to  the  city  of  Fort 
Wayne,  as  per  recorded  plat  thereof,  and  all  other  lots  or  parcels 
of  ground  assessed  therein  for  benefits  or  allowed  damages  there- 
for. 


7.  That  all  the  lands  affected  by  said  proposed 
improvements  are  not  included*  in  the  assessments  for  benefits 
and  damages. 

8.  That  said  proposed  improvements  will  not  be  of 
public  utility. 

9.  That  this  remonstrator  has  been  allowed  no 
damages  whatever  for  lands  owned  hy  It  and  over  whioh  It  is  pro- 
posed to  widen  said  Alexander  street,  while  lands  not  abutting 
on  said  street  as  proposed,  have  been  allowed  a large  amount  of 
damages. 


10.  That  this  remonstrator  has  already  expended  large  sums 


of  money  in  grading*  and  improving  his  lands  as  abdve  described 
and  which  improvements  are  a part  of  the  work  proposed  in  siid 
resolution  for  said  improvements  and  for  which  this  remonstrator 
has  received  no  allowance  or  credit  on  its  assessments!  nor  been 
awarded  any  damages  to  compensate  for  the  moneys  thus  expended. 

11.  That  this  remonstrator  has  expended  large  sums  of 
money  tA  wit  more  than  §700.00  for  the  purcahse  of  real  estate 
which  is  to  be  used  for  the  street  proposed  under  said  improvement 
resolution  and  for  which  this  remonstrator  has  in  no  way  been 
paid  or  allowed  damages  in  any  sum  whatever.
